DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 and 6-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior art, Watson et al. (US Patent No. 
5,853,619) discloses a process for combating the corrosion by acidic hydrocarbons in 
the gas and oil industry comprising a formula of mercaptocarboxylic acid and a 
polyamine/fatty acid/carboxylic acid. Another prior art, Takahashi et al. discloses a 
catalyst for hydrotreating of a hydrocarbon oil comprising a carrier of an inorganic oxide, 
an active component, supported on the carrier, consisting of water soluble compounds 
of molybdenum, tungsten, and the metal of group 8 and at least one mercapto (-SH) 
group containing organic compound consisting a mecaptocarboxylic acids of formula 
(HS-(CH 2 ) n -COOR). However, the claimed invention recites a corrosion inhibitor 
consisting essentially of a compound of formula HS-B-COOR (such as 
mercaptocarboxylic acid). 

4. Claims 2-4 and 6-1 3 directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 .
